All honor 
lo these heroic men and women, 
ordained of ( lod as the preservers of 
Civilisation. They have in the past 
done, and arc now doing, their appoint 
ed work most faithfully.

Towards the close of the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, tho Govern- 
ment entrusted Mr. F. II. Francis, 
then M. P. P. for St. Francis Xavier, 
with the important task of ascertain- 
ing the number of uneducated deaf- 
mutes in the Province, and outlining 
some plan by which they would be 
accorded the privileges of education. 
So far as he has ascertained, there are 
37 of these unfortunates in the Pro- 
vince, divided according to residence 
as follows : 

Delton school district, :i males ; 
Cameron school district, 1 male; 
ManitOU, 1 male ; MinnedoBa, 1 male ; 
Alexander, 1 male ;St. Paul, 1 female ; 
Blyth, :t females ; Fdinburg, 1 male ; 
Cypress, 1 male ; Mount Joy, 1 male; 
Albion, 1 male ; La Riviere, I male ; 
Blithe, I male ; Voiladale, 1 male ; 
Kihlonaii, I male ; Headingly, .". 
males and 2 females ; Portage la 
Prairie, I male ; St. Koniface, 1 male ; 
Winnipeg, I l males and females. 
Total 87. 

Mr, Francis adds : " The above 
does not include returns from the 
Roman Catholic portion nor from the 
Frenoh, Icelandic, Jewish, or Mcn- 
nonitist or any other foreign popula- 
tion. It is clearly evident, therefore, 
that the returns from the province are 

\er\ incomplete. From some dis- 
tricts I did not hear, and in others 

perchance proper Inquiry was not 

instituted. The ratio of one deaf- 
mute to every fifteen hundred of po- 
pulation is generally acknowledged as 
a correct estimate. This has been 
proved by statistical evidence in the 
United States and in the several coun- 
tries of Europe, So I may safely 

state that at the very least there must 
be seventy-live so afflicted in Mani- 
toba." 

No provision whatever lias as yet 
been mule for their education, either 
by the province or by private enter- 
prise. There is one deaf and dumb 
institution in Nova Scotia, two in New 
Brunswick, three ill Quebec, one in 
Ontario and one in British Columbia. 
[n the United States there are sixty- 
nine institutions. The lack of all pro- 
vision for their education is unfavor- 
ably commented on by Mr. Francis." 

"The avocations and callings the 
deaf may enter into and the profes- 
sions they may follow arc diversified," 
says the report. " In a town in 
Ontario there reside two deaf-mute 
lawyers, admitted to practise before 
the Ontario bar. An eminent patent 
lawyer in Cleveland is a deaf-mute. 
Among noted deaf mutes I may name 
Humphrey Moore, the Parisian ariist; 
Rev. A. W. Mann, and Rev. Job 
Turner, the two latter b nlarly 

ordained priests of the Church of 

England. Some are superintendents 

of institutions for the education of 

their unfortunate brothers; many are 
teachers in such schools, draughtsmen, 

postoffioe and civil service officials, 

bank officers, editors and proprietors 

of newspapers, farmers, tradesmen, 

merchants. In fact we find them in 

(■vers walk of life from which (he loss 
of their sense of hearing does not de- 
bar them. In the large cities, they 
form themselves into clubs and so- 
cieties, marry and arc given in mar- 
riage, and lead a pleasant and happy 
life. All accruing from the benefits 
Of education. When We do not edu- 
cate them, to what life are they con 
denined ! Looking at the education 
of this class from another standpoint, 
it presents itself as a public economy. 
The uneducated deaf-mute will fall 
and be led into evil ways. In the end 
he returns for support on the Pro\ ince 

in a | r house or the prison. Is it 

not eminently best to start them in 
the right way and make them good, 
useful and honorable citizens '{ Do 
we not owe this to them from all 
motives of humanity and Christianity ?• 

Deal and dumb institutions are 
usually state aided. The running ex- 
penses are comparatively light when 
once the school is established. The 
per capita expense ill the Oregon insti- 
tution is *l'.»s.o.s ■ Arkansas, 1888.46 ;

thing and his brains are poor. 

Charles Walker, of Nashua, N. 11., 
came to Hartford a few days ago and 
met his old friends at school. He 

fraduated last year from the Hart ford 
nstitution. He was in Springfield 
visiting his .brother. The object of 
bis trip is to look after work. He is a 
shoemaker. We hope he will succeed 
in procuring work in Hartford. Hart- 
ford's gain is Nashua's loss in the 
deaf-mute population. 

Seventeen girls and several boys 
went to sec " 1'ncle Tom's Cabin" last 
Saturday afternon, and enjoyed them- 
selves immensely.
